On the basis of a national survey it has been reported that the 
fulltime enrollment of college and university students in the United 
States decreased by 9.4 per cent in September as compared with the 
enrollment a year ago. Because of the fact that our freshman class 
this year is larger than last year’s by twenty students our enrollment 
drop percentagewise is only half that of the national average. 


The reasons for the decline in attendance, instead of an increase, 
are the following: (1) the largest graduating class in the history of 
the College left a large gap in the student body, (2) there was

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‘Miss Edith P. Stickney, Ph.D., is the new Librarian. Miss Es- 
ther Schwerdtfeger, instructor in commercial subjects, has been ap- 


pointed Acting Dean of Women. At her own request, Mrs. Norma 


Rubrechet was relieved of the responsibility of supervising Men’s 
Memorial Hall and was appointed chief Dietitian and Supervisor of 
the Commons. In her place Miss Agnes Riensche assumed the res- 
ponsibility of serving as Housemother of Men’s Memorial Hall. Miss 
Dorothea Mortensen, who was away last year on leave of absence 
order to study for an advanced degree, is back this year as College 
Nurse and Assistant in the Chemistry Laboratory. 


The Lutheran Brotherhood of America has established a schol- 
larship in the amount of $300 to be awarded each spring to a Luth- 
eran junior, in each of the Lutheran colleges, who on the basis of 
Christian leadership, scholarship, etc., is selected by a faculty com- 
mittee for that honor. 


The John Milton Wagner Scholarship in the amount of $200 is 
the name of the newest scholarship. It was created by Mr. Kermit 
Wagner of Schuyler, Nebr., in honor of his brother, Ist Lt. John M. 
Wagner who was killed during the Normandy invasion. The award 
will be given each year to a Midland student on a basis similar to 
2 of the preceding scholarship. We are deeply grateful to these 
ors. 


Midland needs more such scholarships. Each year the college 
must regretfully turn away a number of fine young people who 
would like to attend college but cannot pay all of their expenses. 
What an appalling waste of precious human resources! Midland 
should have at least 50 scholarships of $200 to $300 each to make it 
possible for worthy but needy young people to get their education 
in the college of their Church. This torn and bleeding world sorely 
needs the guiding and steadying influence of CHRISTIAN leadership. 
The creation of an annual scholarship is a splendid way of memor- 
ializing a loved one and also of investing in fruitful lives.

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Unfortunately Midland finds herself in a serious vse dm 
which is characteristc of most colleges today. Due to the y de- 
cline in enrollment and the soaring cost of all commodities, involving 
salary increases for our staff (and most of our employees are still 
underpaid), it is becoming increasingly difficult to balance our bud- 
get. Even under the most austere economy the deficit last year was 
$11,890.15. In spite of drastic measures of economy it appears that 
we shall have a sizeab'e operational loss again this year. This is una- 
voidable. 


_At a special meeting held on Jan. 24 and 25 this year the Board 
of Trustees careful'y went over all of the many items of the budget 
for the school year 1951-52. The Board scrutinized and pared where- 
ever possible (even eliminating a number of staff members), but it 
could not and did not ent the budget to such an extent that our beloved 
college would sink to the level of a seconi rate school. It approved 
u minimum budget which, however, still involved a deficit of over 
$52,000. The Board felt it HAD to give our college the means to 
do its God-given work. The men did this earnestly and 1

and l in the confidence that if the members of the synods und 


situation, they will come to the rescue of our college by greatly in- 
creasing their financia! support. 


Ways in which Midland may be helped to balance its budget next 
year: 


0) By good student enrollment. Let your pastor, alumnus, and 
friends of Christian education direct the attention of our young people 
toward the advantage of attending Midland College. More students, 
more income from tuition. 


(2) By granting an emergency fund of $10,000 from CHEY. 


(3) By increasing the rtionment per uning member of 
the Nebraska Synod to $250, 


(4) By a reallocation of synodical funde to the extent of $2000. 
Other synods will be asked to act in a similar manner. 


We deeply appreciate the fine interest shown by the Nebraska 
Synod in our ollege and the loyal support given her in the past; how- 
ever, we dare not permit Midland to suffer irreparable harm. The 
college furnishes the “life blood” for the Church.

1950 


The Stewardship Committee met on May 4th and November 
29th to plan the recommendation adopted by Synod and to further 
the program of Christian Stewardship. | 


All the members attended the Regional Conference of committees 


of the several Synods which met in Denver, Colorado June 2nd and 
to further the cause. 
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Two Laymen’s Retreats were held. The one in Omaha was held 
September 16th and 17th which was attended by forty-five men. The 
other was held at North Platte September 23rd and 24th with twenty 
laymen in attendance. Seventeen congregations were represented 
at the Omaha retreat and nine congregations were represented at 
the North Platte retreat. 


Two follow-up retreats were held with a few laymen who were 
willing to present stewardship to councils and| or congregations. 
Eleven laymen have presented stewardship facts and discussed the 
subject freely with twenty-four councils or congregations. Zeb Trex- 
ler, Associate Secretary of the Lutheran Laymen’s Movement visited 
seventeen councils or congregations. Thirty-three of our fifty-six 
congregations of the Synod have had some attention toward furth- 
ing Christian Stewardship as the practice of the Christian religion. 


Favorable reports come from the men who made the visits. 


Nearly sixty showings of the film “For Good or Evil” has been 
reported by our four area men. The relaying of the film was worked 
out with the Midwest. Synod. We trust that all of our Nebraska 
congregations have witnessed this inspiring and challenging picture.

LUTHERAN STUDENT SERVICE 


The Division of Student Service of the Nationa] Lutheran Coun- 
cil has set up six emphases as a guide in ministering to students: 
worship, study, evangelism, counseling, service, and recreation. These 
headings suggest a broad scope and are intended to meet the needs 
of the students. No student is well integrated unless his thought 
life is permeated with “wisdom” that comes from God through Christ. 
The student must be brought to a worship experience through the 
Sunday morning service and through daily meditation and prayer. 


Student Service believes in an enlightened youth. The word 
“study” does not refer here to the every day secular pursuit of know- 
ledge, but to study of the Word and the faith and life of the church. 


| Many of our Lutheran students have drifted from the church, and 
on every campus there are those who have never come into vital con- 
tact with the Gospel. These must be recruited. Student Service is 


evangelism. 


Counseling is not confined to the province of the psychiatrist. 
The church has a definite contribution to make here. Since many of 
the difficulties of students relate to problems of faith, of life's call- 
ing, of uncertainty, Student Service finds jenny opportunitits to as: 
students solve their problems. 


Students, too, are brought face to face with the challenge of ser- 
vice. It is the business of the church to interpret life in terms of the 
Christian calling. | 


Student Service is not a social program, yet it recognizes the 
need of creating an environment where students may meet and st 


themselves through recreation on a Christian level. 


The philosophy of Student is centered, These then 
are the emphasis of the ministry to students at the educational insti- 
tutions in Lincoln. 


LINCOLN: 


Most of the work among students, of course, is done at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska and at the College of Agriculture. The staff con- 
sists of the Pastor Alvin M. Petersen and a graduate assistant, Miss 
Solveig Norstog. The Lutheran Student Foundation is the support-. 
ing organization and has a current operating budget of approximately 
$5,100.00, of which amount $4,100.00 is supplied by the Division of 
Student Service. The balance is obtained chiefly by grants from 
the church bodies in Nebraska of five cents per confirmed member, 
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and from gifts and sale of memberships in the Foundation. The Foun- 
dation received $600.00 in 1950 from the Nebraska Synod. 


There are about 750 students in Lincoln of the Nationa] Luth- 
eran Council churches. Of these about 600 are at the University of 
Nebraska. The Foundation provides two (rented) student centers: 
one at the College of Agriculture, and one near the main campus of 
the university. Here Bible classes, chapel, discussion groups are held 
weekly, Lenten services are held during Lent. The Lutheran Student 
Associations have an active program. The city campus L.S.A. uses 
the facilities of First Lutheran Church on Sunday evenings for its 
meetings. Of especial encouragement this past semester has been 
the Graduate Club, which meets monthly. Several students help out 
in the local congregations in Sunday School, choir and league. | 


The major concern of the Board of Directors of the Lutheran stu- 
dent Foundation is the plans for building the new Lutheran Student 
Center at the main campus of the university. The building was es- 
timated to cost approximately $80,000.00, but building costs have 
risen. Nearly $30,000.00 is now available and another $35,000.00— 
$40,000.00 is expected from the church grouys in Nebraska. We hope 
that the Nebraska Synod wil! at its April Convention this year find 


a way to raise its share of $1.00 per confirmed member in the near 
future. 


The Lutheran Student Foundation expresses sincere gratitude 
to pastors and congregations of the Nebraska Synod for their con- 
tinued interest in our ministry to students. We are grateful, too, to 


serve you in a vital ministry to your young people attending college

The first meeting then addressed ‘tself to the next question, 
which was; How extensive should such a merger be geographically ? 


Several difficulties in the way of a three-synod merger were 
pointed out. Most of them arose from the extensive geographical 
area which the new synod would cover. The representatives of 
the Kansas Synod in partcular emphasized the fact that the 
strength of such a merger synod would be in Nebraska. Con- 
sequently the center of synodical activity would be 150 miles 
farther away from the Kansas Synod congregations than at 
present. Expense of transportation, the problems that a united 
synod would encounter in serving such a large area adequately | 
particularly in home mission work and the dfficulty of arousing 
loyalty for so large a body were mentioned. Contrasting views of 
church life in the three existing synods were also refered to. 
The Midwést Synod representatives observed in reply that their 
own synod already covers almost the ent re territory which a 


merged synod would occupy. 


The Kansas Synod delegation declared in this discussion that 
it was inclined to favor a division of the entire territory along 
the Kansas-Nebraska line. The chairman po‘nted out that, in the 
event of a merger of the Nebraska and Midwest Synods alone, 
the congregations of the Midwest Synod south of the Kansas- 
Nebraska border would become members of the merged synod 
unless they individually chose to change their affiliation. The 
joint commission thereupon resolved “that it is the sense of this 
meting that we should explore the possibility of a three-way 
merger including the entire territory of all three synods.”

In reply the chairman and various members of the joint com- 
mittee ponted out that it would be of doubtful value * include 
the statements of the Washington Declaration and the Pittsburgh 
Agreement in the constitution of the proposed synod, (1) because 
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of their length and (2) because the above statements do not clearly 


define which societies are injurious to the Christ an faith. It was 
generally agreed ti.at a joint meeting of the three syncds to discuss 
the lodge question would not be a desirable procedure at this time. 


The Kansas Synod representatives reported that a questionnaire 
which had been sent to all pastors of that synod revealed a pre- 
ponderance of sentiment in favor of a two-synod alignment, sep- 
arated by the Kansas-Nebraska state line. 


After further questioning the Kansas Synod representatives 
presented the following statement: 


“In view of the poil of opinion or merger in the Kansas 
Synod, the Kansas delegation bel eves a majority of pastors 
and church councils of its synod are. not in favor of a

“The Kansas delegation does not wish this expression 
of opinion to interfere with any merger effort between the 
Nebraska and Midwest Synods. | 


“If Nebraska and M dwest Synods agree on a synodical 
constitution, the Kansas delegation will be glad at that time 
to present it to the Kansas Synod for consideration.” 


In rely to a direct question from representatives of the Mid- 
west Synod, the delegation from the Nebraska Synod stated its 
conviet on that the Nebraska Synod would not favor a merger 
containing the pre-condition which the Midwest Synod had at- 
tached regarding the membership of ministers in secret societies. 


A motion was carred that in view of the replies of the Mid- 
west and the Kansas Synods to the foregoing specific questions, 
and since the Nebraska Synod representatives expressed the judg- 
ment that the proposed merger of synods would not be feasible at 
this time, it is the judgment of this joint committee that a merger 
of the three synods s not feasible pt this time.” 


It was further voted “that this joint committee invite the 
three participating synods to restudy at their 1951 conventions all 


questions relating to the proposed merger, including the two ques- | 


tions wh ch have led to the judgment expressed above.” 


It was decided that, if in the judgment of the chairman of 
this committee and the presidents of the three participating synods, 
new actions on this subject by any of the three synods at their 
1951 conventions make a further meet ng of this committee de- 
sirable, the chairman is instructed to call such a meeting.”

HOME MISSIONS COMMITTEE. The report of the Home 
Missions Committee was presented by Pastor L. H. Lesher, D.D., 
chairman of the committee. 


HOME MISSIONS COMMITTEE 
As has been pointed out in previous reports, the activity of the 


Home Missions Committee is centered around a twofold program of 


activity. Its effort is directed to the strengthening and undergirding 
of the work in our existing congregations as well as the establishing 
and development of new fields. It is believed that some of our exist- 
ing fields can be strengthened in their development if assistance is 
given by Synod. There are five fields involving six congregations 
in which this phase of our activity is being applied, namely, Broad- 
water. Wilber, Spencer, Columbus, and Walton-Eagle. The committee 
is gratified with the results of this part of Synod’s mission program. 


The work being carried on at the Gethsemane Mexican Mission, 
Omaha, the Rev. Carlos Guzman, Pastor, represents a special mission 
activity of Synod. The financial responsibility for this work is being 
carried by Synod together with the members of the Gethsemane Mis- 
sion. We extend our appreciation for the generous assistance also 
being given to this work by the synodical Women’s Missionary Soc- 
ty. | 


We are happy over the interest and progress evident in the new 


work at Alliance, Nebr., under the leadership of Pastor Vernon Jacobs. 


Having been called by the Board of American Missions to serve as a 
Board Missionary, Pastor Jacobs was ordained at the last convention 
of our Synod and began his work at Alliance on June 1, 1950. The 
first service was held on July 9th, with an attendance of 88. Develop- 
ment of the work was such that a pre-organized rally service was 
held on Oct. Ist. The organizational service was held on December 
10th, at which time 80 adults were received into the membership of 
the new congregation. On that date there were 114 baptized members 
and there were 36 enrolled in the Sunday School. 
ponsibility for the work, prior to organization, was carried by the 
Board of American Missions and our Synod. Since the time of or- 
ganization, the congregation has assumed a proportionate share of 


responsibility in support of the work. The first services were held 


in the municipal building. After a few weeks the congregation was 
granted the use of the Seventh Day Adventist Church for Sunday ser- 
vices. Informal social gatherings of the congregation have been held 


in the social room of the Presbyterian Church. Synod is grateful to 


Financial res- 
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the City Manager and to the Seventh Day Adventist and Presbyter- 
ian Churches of Alliance for their friendly spirit of cooperation. 


In addition to Alliance, the Board of American Missions is as- 
sisting in the work at Bellevue with a salary aid grant and Church 


- Extension loans. This mission is being supplied by Mr. George Stef- 
tens, a student at Central Seminary. During the past year a new 


church was erected upon the basement structure which had been in 
use for several years. Fortunately funds were available which made 
it possible for the committee to make a loan to the congregation for 
this purpose. Thus it was possible to take immediate advantage of 
a combination of favorable circumstances for the erection of the 
church. Construction was begun during the second week in ‘ 
The building had reached such a stage of completion within six weeks 
that it was possible to hold the Thanksgiving Service in the new and 
largely completed structure. The Dedication Services were held on 
February 11th, 1951. Many hours of labor were donated by members 
of the congregation. Total cost was slightly above $11,000. We 
gratefully acknowledge the courtesy of the Salvation Army in offering 


the use of its chapel in Bellevue, while the new church was under 


In looking toward the establishments of other new congregations

possible fields have been approved by the Regional Home Missions 
Committee of the National Lutheran Council. In planning for greater 
home mission activity on the part of Synod it is necessary only to 
mention the importance of adequate funds for this purpose.

TABITHA HOME: The report of Tabitha Home Trustees was 
presented by Pastor Leland H. Lesher D.D. who introduced Dr.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF TABITHA HOME 


The Christians of many centuries rejoiced and sang, “Praise 
God from whom All Blessings Flow,” and we, the members of the 
Board of Tabitha Home, join in that hymn of praise. God has been 
good and merciful, and we are grate‘u! to Him for His gracious care. 
In the year 1950 we have been overwhelmed by His goodness and gen- 
erous care. 


We are grateful for the loyal support the different Synods of 
our Church have given us. Individuals and congregations of our 
United Lutheran Church were back of us with their prayers and 
gifts, and we want to use this opportunity to express our sincerest 
gratitude for their kindness and gencrosity. | 


We are sorry thet we are not yet able to report that a new 
superintendent has taken over the office which was left vacant by 
the resignation of Dr. Ebright. Quite a number, in fact about one 
dozen, have been approached or called, but after some weeks or 
months of consideration, these nen always felt that they could not 
leave their congregation or field of work. We are still in contact 
with others, and hope and pray that God will send the right person, 
whom He has chosen, to this important work of our Church. Sv 
far Pastor Koolen has filled the piace of acting director. 


AGED DEPARTMENT 


In 1950, 103 aged guests were served in our New Tabitha Home 
Building. Of these 65 were women, and 38 men. There were 70 guests 
at the beginning of 1950, and 32 were received. Six were dismissed 
and 18 were taken by death. Of the total 103 served, 80 were Luth- 
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eran; 23 were non-Lutheran. 18 gave their address as Lincoln, and 61 
were from outside Lincoln or Lancaster County. Of the total served, 
27 received Old Age Assistance and 75 were either here on contract, 
paid own care, or were earning part of their care. There were a 
number who were charity cases. At the close of 1950, we have 79 
guests, 2 of whom are Displaced persons; 29 men and 50 women. 


CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT 


In the Children’s Department at the beginning of 1950 there were 
$3 children in the Home with three out in private homes. Of the 33 
within the home, 18 were boys and 15 girls, representing 14 families. 
Nine children were received, making a total of 45 children from 21 
families served during the year. Six children were received for tem- 
porary care over a few months. During 1950, 19 children were dis- 
missed us follows: 1 went into an adoptive home; 5 were returned to 
their parent’s homes by court order; 2 returned to their mother’s 
care; 5 who were under custody of the Lutheran Children’s Home 
Society were transferred to their children’s home at Fremont after 
school closed in June; 4 under temporary care returned to their par- 
ents; 1 D. P. youth was placed under his mother’s supervision as he 
is above our age group, and working part-time. Five of our children 
have become wards of the State, but remain under our care at the 
Home until they are placed by state workers into private homes. One 
of these children has been placed into a boarding home. One of the 
older girls who was returned to her mother, was given very intensive 
case work service during the 9 months she was at the Home, as she 
needed much help to adjust to group living. She received Orthopedic 
Hospital treatment, Psychiatric tests and Psychological tests, elec- 
troencephalogram readings, complete physical tests and what other 
remedial! service we could obtain, the expense of which her home county 


All of the children at the Home have received regular case work 
services during the year, and all under the age of 13 have received 
Psychological tests through the Graduate Department of Psychology 
of the University. Three of Tabitha’s children have been in free 
boarding homes for over three years but have not been adopted. Of 
the 45 children cared for at Tabitha, 40 were Lutheran, or baptized 
Lutheran shortly after entering the Home. Of the 5 non-Lutheran 
children, four received only temporary care and the other will be 
baptized at Easter time. Of the total served, 33 were from outside 
Lincoln and Lancaster County, and 12 were from Lincoln. 


Much case work service was rendered to inquiring families and 
children who did not affiliate with the Home. — direct re- 
quests were taken care of. Of these, 9 were accepted; 9 were given 
incidental and informational service; 32 were referred to other ag- 
encies because they were of adoptive requests, or for care for older 
or younger children than Tabitha’s scope of service. Many letters in

THE TABITHA FARM 


The total income from livestock, poultry, milk and grain was 
$4,143.50, plus the increase of the inventory of $1,796.50, making a 
gross profit of $5,940. We had an expense of $1,747.63 which leaves 
a net operating profit of $4,192.37, which can be called very good, 
and for which we are grateful to God Who gave the increase, and to 
the faithful work of our tenant, Mr. Carl Ossenkop. This year all 
indications are that we can expect a good crop of young pigs which 
will mean much meat for the Home, and therefore a great savings 
in these days of the rising cost of living. | 


OUR HELPERS 


The members of our staff have given faithful work, sometimes 
with great sacrifice of themselves. Some left us, because of mar- 


riage, others because of health; but we could always replace them, 


and the work went on withcut serious interruption. 


‘Miss Ruth Peters, our efficient and faithful office secretary, has 
resigned. She will be married to the Rev. Mr. Fred Ollendorf, one 
of our Midwest Synod Pastors. May God bless her with much hap- 
piness, which she so richly deserves. Miss Ida Blomenkamp of First 
St. Paul’s Church of Hastings, Nebraska will be her successor. She 
begins her work on March 5, 1951. 


OUR GROUNDS 


Since the new building had heen completed much work had to be 
done on our grounds. The old building had to be torn down, and the 
debris removed. The excavation had to be filled, and the whole grounds 
surveyed. Forty to fifty trees had to be removed; pavement and 
sidwalks built; much landscaping had to be done, and the sodding of 
the new lawns had to be finished. The children’s dormitories needed 
much repair, especially the boys’ building, but by the Grace of God, 
and the wonderful support by our congregations, it all could be done 
and could be paid for. | 


FINANCES: GENERAI, FUND 


At the time this report was written the auditor’s report was not 
ready. Therefore, it may differ in certain figures with his report, be- 
cause of certain funds which were transferred from one fund to the 
other, the figures of these transactions are in his possession until his 
report is ready, and therefore not available to us at the present time. 
But the following figures are all correct, of this you can be assured. 
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Our general fund income for the year 1950 amounted to $75,159.83, 
This exceeded the 1949 receipts by $20,348.49. Voluntary contribu- 
tions in 1950 were $13,767.31. Income from Synods, $13,272.87. Com- 
munity Chest $4,703. — 


All our expenditures for 1950 were $70,113.21, leaving a balance 
of $5,046.12, and all improvements paid for. | 


At one time we had to take $4000 out of our Emergency and De- 
preciation Fund, but this money has been replaced. The Community 
Chest of Lincoln will in 1951 support the Home with the sum of 
$6,000, or $1,300 more than last year. 


BUILDING FUND 


We had still an indebtedness of $9,600 on the new building but 
through the kindness and generosity of an anonymous donor we re- 
ceived ten thousand dollars as a Christmas gift to pay for that in- 
debtedness. But we still owed the architect $1,481.69 but a donation 


of $1,000. which will come to us, will also make the payment of that 
bill possible, so that Tabitha will be completely debt free. 


Surely this has been a wonderful year of Grace to the Home, 
and by God’s kindness we can look confidently into the future. 


We are grateful to the members of the Synod for their gracious 
and generous contributions, and hope and pray that also in the fu- 


ture you will give our work of Mercy your prayers and loyal support.

The second meeting of the committee was held on 1 15, 
151, at Midland College, At this meeting a formal application for 
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reception into the Nebraska Synod was received from the Church 
Council of St. John’s United Evangelical Lutheran Church of Al- 
liance, Nebraska. This application was accompanied by a copy of 
the const tution and by-laws of the congregation. The application, 
constitution. and by-laws were found to be in good form The com- 
mittee decided to recommend to Synod through its Executive Com- 
mitee that this congregation be received into the Synod. 


A motion was passed that this Committee on Congregations 
und Parishes prepare copies of suggested articles of incorporation 
for distribution at the meeting of Synod. The committee decided 
to continue its study of constitut‘ons of congregations in the Synod 
as they are submitted for such study. 


As a result of the committee's considerations and findings, 
the following recommendations are submitted. 


We recommend to the Nebraska Synod: 


(1) That each congregation submit to Synod detailed in- 
format on describing the place or places where its articles 
of incorporation are recorded (such as county, book, and 
page number). 


(2) That each congregation provide Synod with a copy of 
its articles of incorporation and by-laws to be kept on file 


by the Synod. 


(3) That each congregation study the advantages of in- 
corporation and become incorporated. (In such a study 
reference may be made to the book entitled “Parish Practice” 
‘by Paul J. Hoh. A copy of the articles of incorporation in 
use by some of the congregations in the Synod may be ob- 
tained from the committee.) | 

(4) That when a congregation contemplates changes in its 
constitution that such changes be made in conformity with 
the model constitution for congregations. 


(5) That when a congregation contemplates an extensive 
revision of its constitution that it consider the adoption 
of the model const tution for congregations. 


(6) That the proposed By-Laws be amended as follows: 
Article pertaining to Committee on Congregations and 
Parishes (Section II, Page 6), insert in line 5 following 
the word “pastorates” the following—‘“and shall report 
its action and recommendations for Synod’s approval”, and 
further that the word “parish” be subst ‘tuted for the word

REPORT ON PARISH EDUCATION | 


The Parish and Church School Board conducted a conference for 
public and private school teachers in Pennsylvania on August 19-26. 


1950. This was an experiment modeled after some of the vocational 


conferences being held by the Lutheran Church in Germany. The 
enroliment was 56 and the results were so gratifying that the Board 
has voted to repeat a similar conference in another area of the coun- 
try. In the future it is hoped that a number of conferences will be 
held so that teachers from all parts of our Church will have the 
benefit of such a conference. The purpose is to help teachers see 
their work from the Christian point of view. All who attended ap- 
preciated the guidance they received. It was also voted to explore the 
possibility of having conferences in other vocational fields. 


During the fall of last year the Parish and Church School Board 


in co-operation with the Lutheran Laymen’s Movement, the Luther 
League, the Board of Education, and the Board of Publication, pre- 
pared a series of children’s stewardship folders. According to re- 
ports received by the Board these folders proved very helpful to 


Sunday school teachers and pastors in bringing the important sub- 


ject of Christian stewardship down to the level of children. It is 
— that similar, and perhape more useful, folder will be available 
year. 


The United Lutheran Church adopted a resclution at Des Moines 
which reads, “That the United Lutheran Church in America call upon 
the Board of Education to include as a special item the program of 
church vocations opportunities for service as teachers in Christian 
kindergartens.” This resolution zrew out of the emphasis which is 
being placed in our Church on pre-school Christian kindergartens. 


The Parish and Church School Board is receiving many requests 
for the work of staff members on the territory of the Church. Many 


Synods are engaging full-time parish education secretaries. At the 


December, 1950, meéting it was decided that the Board would make 
a study of the possibilities of placing a field secretary in residence 
in a desighated aréa of the Church for extended periods of time. 
Nothing can be done about this until information has been gathered 
and possibly a plan has been proposed to the Executive Board of 
the Church. A new publication, designed to help the Sunday school 
and the home to work together more closely in the religious educa- 
tion of children and youth. was begun by the Board in January. 1951. 
It is a magazine known as the “Parents Quarterly”. The Quarter- 
ly presents some general articles but aims primarily to help parents, 
as well as the teacher in applying both the Augsburg Series and the 
Christian Growth Series. Brief paragraphs direct the attention of 
the parents or teacher to the gist of the lesson. 


A Writers’ Workshop was conducted in 1950 to find and train 
qualified writers. The Board is always in reed of people who are able 
to write some of the lessons for the Sunday school, weekday school, 
leadership education, or some of the other literature prepared by the 
Board. Another workshop will be conducted June 4-7, 1951, at Get- 


tysburg, Seminary. 
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the years 1947-1950 a total of 5,561,294 copies of the 
pupil’s materials in the Christian Growth Series were sold. At the 
same time a total of 614,831 teacher’s guides were sold. This in- 
dicates that the popularity of the Christian Growth Series is still 


During 1950 the Board produced its first Vacation Church School 
course. The materia] was enthusiastically received by people through- 
out the Church. In 1951 the general theme of the Vacation Church 
School material will be, The Cities Jesus Visited”. The theme for 
the 1951 course will be, Christ in My Congregation”, a study of the 
early Christian congregation in Corinth. In 1953 the course will fol- 
low the general emphasis on the Bible which will be made concertedly 
by all denominations in this country commemorating the appearance 
vf the Revised Standard Versior of the Old Testament. The theme 


will, therefore, he Highlights of the Old Testament considered in 


the life and translations of today.” 


Another new course is being prepared by the Board for the Week- 
day Church School. The series will be known simply as, “The Week- 
day Church School Series”. Dr. W. Kent Gilbert is the editor. Sev- 
eral grades are now &lready in preparation. All grades from the Ist to 
the eleventh will be available by the end of 1952. 


The theme for Parish Education Month in 1951 is “T My 
People”. The general aim of the observance is to improve C 
teaching in the Church School and in the home. The usval literature 
will be available as well as conferences with members of the staff.

Many new pieces of literature have been and are being prepared. 
The requests of pastors and superintendents for lists of available mat- 
erial will be welcomed by the Board, as well as requests for specific 
material and recommendations for special situations.
